the life-boat was fighting its way to 
the schooner.

off and taken to the life-saving sta- 
tion, everybody being confident tnat 
.the-craft would go to .pieces. 


•When the storm stopped Saturday 


afternoon It was found that the little 
schooner was high and dry on Straws 
•Point and apparently uninjured. Sun- 
day a further examination confirmed 
this and the crew set to work and 
took put all. of the ballast, and an ef- 
fort will be made to float her. She 
is, .however, so 1iigh.iup Out of the 
water that ways will have to be built 
to launch her, .and providing a big 
storm does not break, the schooner 
will be safe.

in boating back into the harbor during 
the night, and two schooners, the

years past been done gratuitously .as 
a rule. It has been customary for 
offlce-seekbrs to call around at tbti 
newspaper officfes, give.the publisher 
a glad hand and a campaign cigar,.of 
the.; RoyaJstlnSadore brand, and alter1 
setting forth the", perilous condition 
confronting our country at this .

to the use of this easy, quickly made 
nnfl. effective piece of work. 


The whole charm of this work Is In 


the regularity of .the stitches, nml the 


j art of snadliig. The simplicity of the 
•stitches'Is such that any child may at- 
tempt .it'and prove her skill in han- 
dling the needle. 


Many different materials may be 


used on which to do the work,'the.new 
square canvas In two colors lending 
Itself' splendidly to the various deco- 
rative'schemes. 
Perforated cloth may 


also be used 
with,.'advantage, but 


quite plain material answers the pur- 
pose effectively, anil thru Is why uo 
squares have beeu marked outside tho 
design. 


The work Is much easier when clone- 


on the square concas in two colors. 


Tho middle of the material must he 


carefully found, not only by folding In 
four and marking exactly the double 
folded corners, but by measuring or 
counting the squares.' The middle can 
then be' temporarily stitched with a 
French knot OP some other simple de- 
vice, so oue is able to quickly count up 
from the center. 


From this polut begin to work the 


Squares as they appear on the design, 
using tho medium shades. 
'To work the squares the needle Is 
drawn at regular Intervals from the 
sides to the center of each one in ftar 
fashion, the 'pretty effective design ol 
right angle stitch being a mechanical 
part of the work, shaping by itself, its 
the threads meet the same point from 
one square to the other. 


When the center part of the design 


Is completed four spider wheels are 
worked at each corner iu black and 
red. the spider being worked iu rich 
dark rod. No. 42*. This is done by 
taking r a long stitch with the black 
thread from the: four corners to the 
center of each square and again with 
the four sides. The red is then passed 
over and under each strand, making a 
kind of back stitch which gives when 
finished n pretty ombossed effect like 
a thick cord.

dents of New York and Philadelphia. 
with Messrs. J. I'lerpout Jlorgan and 
John D. 'Rockefeller heading tlie pri- 
vate subscriptions with, half a million 
each. 


The state Is asked to contribute $2.-
